b ■ ■ DRAI NACE  AND  SEiyEFuiCE , 

All  the  area  is  on  the  Water  Carriage  System,  the 
crude  sewage  being  run  out  , to  sea  through  an  outfe.ll  on  the 
East  Beach.  The  latter  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
because  of  sewage  pollution.  The  Council  are  being  advised 
by  a firm  of  Consultant  Engineers  on  measures  of  getting 
rid  of  the  sewage,  without  causing  a nuisance^  • 

Approximately  P08  feet  of  new  four  inch  drahns 
have  been. laid  and  tested  during  the  year.

A Veterinary 
Surgeon,  appointed  by  the  four  districts  concerned,  is 
responsible  for  the  inspection  of  carcasses,  on  every  day 
that  slaughtering  takes  place, 

rqde:tt  control.' 


A Rodent  Officer  is  emoloAred  and  he  reports  that 
an  estimated  total  of  2,2f.O  rats  were  destroyed,  including 
about  250  in  the  town  sewers.  The  contrpl  method  used  is 
the  block  system,  as  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
and  this  is  found  to  work  extremely  well.
